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THE OFFICIAL BOND. 


EDITOB JOUENAL:—Senator Schooling, 


of Washoe, has introduced a bill to 
abolish, or rather to repeal, all existing 
enactments requiring the giving of offi- 
cial bonds by State, county and town- 
ship officers, antecedent to the entry 
upon the discharge of gtheir several 
duties. 
Many plausible reasons ara 


gire'n by those who favor this innova- 
tion on a long established and universal 
custom; bat we think the reasons are 
specious aud will not stand the test of 
exact and close consideration. Were 
all men honest alike, and could every 
man resist the temptation to violate n 
trust, tifire would be no necessity for 
the public interests to be guarded and 
protected in manner and form as now 
provided by law; but it has, with truth, 
been said that "man is frail," and it is 
essentially necessary thattbe rights and 
interests of the people should be hedged 
in and protected against the acts and 
doings of weak, or perchance dishonest, 
officials. 
While official bonds may not 


be exacted, in our judgment and opin- 
ion, something in hen thereof ought 
.and must be required to insure the 
•safety of public funds subject to the 
control of public servants. In view of 
the many obstacles aud 
difficulties 


which lie in the way of collecting defal- 
cations of dishonest officials by suit 
brought against sureties, who, pending 
an action on an official bond, can, and 
often do, put their property onfc of their 
hands and beyond the reach of the law, 
why would the following plan not be a 
better one to conserve thejpublic inter- 
ests than the system now in vogue? viz: 
That where the law requires the giving 
of a bond, say in one hundred thousand 
dollars, as is the case with the State 
Treasurer, with two good and sufficient 
sureties, let the official's sureties, who- 
ever they may be, execute his promis- 
sory note, payable to the State of Ne- 
vada or order, on demand, for the 
amount that each is willing to guarantee 
for the official's faithful performance of 
duty. 


Take for example the before men- 


tioned State Treasurer. Suppose Jos. 
Douglas and John W. Mackay should 
agree to become his sponsors for the 
safe keeping of the public funds for the 
ensuing four years. To effect this let 
each one of them execute his promis- 
sory note far $50,000, payable on de- 
mand, and let these notes be deposited 
with the Controller of State for safe 
keeping. In case of a defalcation on 
the part of the Treasurer lot the Attor- 
ney General immediately commence 
suit on those notes and attach as in 
ordinary actions on promissory notes. 
Suppose, however, instead of two notes 
for $50,000 each, there should be five of 
$20,000 each, let each of these notes be 
deposited as aforesaid, and sued on in 
the manner above suggested, and so on 
in relation to notes of a less denomina- 
tion. In case of suit on such notes and 
judgment followed such suit, let the 
payment of the judgment be appor- 
tioned; provided, by the Court, und the 
apportioned sum of such judgment, in- 
cluding costs, be paid by each solvent 
and responsible judgment debtor. It 
occurs to us tha this mode of pi-ocad- 
nire would simplify the existing method 
of dealing with unfaithful public offi- 
cials, and at the same time would'iusure 
the prompt collection of all deficiencies 
in public funds since the provisional 
remedy and summary proceeding by 
attachments is invoked, which effectual- 
ly bars the possibility of a surety cover- 
ing up his property, or putting it out of 
his, hands, pendente hto. We hastily 
pen these suggestions, inviting further 
discussion by our contemporaries.

THE SA1.ABY LAW. 


The Eureka Leader soys the Salary 


Aot has proved BO unprofitable in tha' 
county as to balance the county ledger 
on the •wrong side to the extent of $45, 
000. The Leader favors the repeal of 
the Aot, and then if there is no business 
the county will not be called upon to 
drain its' funds to pay officers their 
monthly salaries. 


On the other hand, the Carson Appea 


asserts that the Leader is mistaken, am 
has not evidently deducted the fees 
which have been paid into the treasury 
monthly from the salaries paid the offl 
cers. The Appeal claims that the Sal- 
ary Aot saved Ormsby county $18,000 
since it went into effect two years ago 


Here is a •wide difference of opinion 


on a law, says the \Yiuuemucea Silver 
State, which has been in force in Ne- 
vada since January 1st, 1881. 
Iu some 


counties it is charged that it has cost 
the taxpayers thousands of dollars while 
it is as positively claimed by others thai 
It has saved them fully that much. Last 
Fall the party platforms in some coun- 
ties declared in favor of the > law, while 
iu others they demanded its repeal. In 
this county, a comparison of the sala- 
ries allowed under the Act, less the fees 
collected by the officers, with the bills 
allowed by the Commissioners under 
the old law for the two years preceding 
January 1st, 1881, shows that the county 
has lost at least three or four thousand 
dollars by the change. It is impossible, 
however, to ascertain the exact amount, 
as 11 o record hus been kept of the ser- 
vices performed by officers for which 
the county would have to pay under the 
old law. It is quite probable that a de- 
termined effort will be made at this ses- 
sion of the Legislature to repeal tha 
Act, as the members from several coun- 
ties ore pledged to that effect. 
If times 


were as lively and business as brisk as 
it was 6ve or six years ago, the Salary 
Aot would undoubtedly save the tax- 
payers of Nevada thousands of dollars 
annually, but at present the county offi- 
cers are the only persons benefitted by 
it, and so far as we can learn they do 
not want it repealed. 


THE CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION. 


Attorney General Murphy in his final 


report, says the Lyon county Times, 
takes position against u constitutional 
convention, aud calls attention to the 
enormous expense attending that pro- 
cess of amending our organic law. In 
addition he gives many other reasons 
why an entirely new constitution should 
not be adopted among which are the 
following iu substance: To those who 
wish for an alteration iu the provision 
exempting mines from taxation, he 
points out and explains why the exist- 
ing clause ia as perfect a provision for 
the purpose intended as can bo devised, 
and that as it can not be improved any 
change would be for the worse. 


If a nev Constitution was adopted, an 


effort, possibly successful, would be 
made to exempt the proceeds of mines 
from taxation, aud in the interest of the 
people this should be guarded against, 
as the tax on the proceeds is about the 
only revenue the State receives, most of 
the stock iu the paying mines being 
owned by the non-residents. 


No amendment is needed to give the 


Legislature power to enact laws regu- 
lating fares and freights on railroads, as 
such power is given by Section I, Arti- 
cle VIII. 


Begirding the question of foreign cor- 


porations, it hus been decided that any 
Legislature has a right to regulate af- 
fairs within the boundaries of its own 
State, and 110 change in the organic law 
is necessary to enable the Legislature of 
Nevada, to make such provisions rela-

•which, tinder the present Taw, cannot 
be mortgaged without a change, of pos- 
session of '(be property, and proposes 
the passagi) of a law for the mortgage of 
chattels, requiring them to be acknowl- 
edged and recorded similar to mort- 
gages of real property. 


We are satisfied that if persons in 


trade ooald raise a loan upon their per- 
sonal property by giving a mortgage ii 
would in many instances relieve them 
from the pressure of the high rate oi 
interest that they are compelled to pay 
where they have no. reliable security to 
offer. 
We believe that tUe passage of a 


chattel mortgage law wiih further *e- 
strictions, such as prohibiting the mort- 
gaging of household ({cods that are now 
by law exempt from execution, woulo 
be a good measure, and v»e recommend 
it to the attention of our Senators and 
Representatives at Carson. 


INSANE ASYLUM. 


^Superintendent Dawson's report will 
show that it has cost 95 cents a day per 
patient since our insane nave been 
placed in the Asylum at Reno. 
The 


Austin Reveille says "this showing will 
not prove a very satisfactory one to the 
friends of the new Asylum. We know 
whoreof we speak when we say thai 
they are disappointed at the figures. 
The asylums'at Stockton and Napa cost 
from 40 to 45 cents per day per patient. 
This would indicate that|Nevada oughi 
certainly to maintain its crazy folks for 
50 cents at least-, What caused the high 
rate we are at a loss to determine. 
Possibly there are too many attaches. 
Certainly the salaries are not too great, 
aud the supplies are all furnished by 
the lowest responsible 
bidders, and 


competition is sharp. * One thing is 
sure—it must be run more economical- 
ly. 
Nevada is not rich enough to pay 


$50,000 a year for its insane. Even 
this sum was not enough for the past 
year by about $30,000, which must be 
made up by the Legislature in a defi- 
ciency bill. Better let it out to contract 
to the lowest responsible bidder, and 
we are credibly informed that several 
Keno gentlemen are willing to take full 
charge of the institution at suuis rang- 
ing trom 50 fco CO cents per day per 
patient. We have visited the Asylum 
aud were well pleased with the manner 
.u which it was conducted and udmire 
Superintendent Dawson much as a gen- 
tleman, and hoped that he would moke 
a good showing for himself."

JBATJE OF TAXATION. 


•Controller Hailook says "the retrench- 


ment laws pissed at the last session of 
the Legislature have saved $4,400 to 
the State in the lust two years, and will 
save in the future about $23,000 on ex- 
pense of the Legislature, and $37,000 
salaries of State officers and deputies; 
Or a total of about $60,000, for the first 
period of two years, 1883-84; $62,000 
for 1385-6, and $64,000 for 1887-8 and 
each successive period of two years; or 
an average of about $32,000 a year; but, 
owing to the depreciation of values, the 
present rate of taxation for State pur- 
poses cannot be reduced with safety." 
The 
JOUUNAL 
entertains a different 


opinion, and does not believe it neces- 
sary for the rate to exceed seventy-five 
Bents for the years 1883-4. It is not 
likely that the roll 
will fall short 


of $29,000,000, aud if the railroads were 
properly equalized there would be an 
increase in the future. But without 
»ny decrease, on account of the re- 
trenchment laws now effecting a saving, 
fee taxpayers can justly be given the 
Mneflt of a redaction of fifteen cents.

OFFICIAL SALABIES. 


Mr. Wosterfield has introduced in the 


State Senate a bill to repeal the Salary 
Law, the Act to take effect on the 1st of 
March next, which was referred to the 
Judiciary Committee. The passage of 
the bill involves a retxirn to the fee sys- 
tem, which would prove a saving to this 
county under the present adjustment of 
salaries. 
The fee system, however, 


says the .Elko Independent, is beyond 
doubt a far less desirable method of re- 
rmmerating public officials than by the 
paymect of saUries, and it would seem 
that an intelligent, just and equitable 
apportionment of salaries throughout 
the State by a" revision of the existing 
Ituv, would be preferable to a return to 
the old system. Much may be said on 
either side, but in the light of the facts 
adduced by the test of the past few 
years, the weight of the evidence is in 
favor of the salary over the fee system. 
By the salary plan, the people know just 
what they have got to pay, and while 
under it there is no inducement to 
"make business." The counties are 
the gainers by a legitimate increase; 
neither are the officials bankrupted by 
an unexpected falling off in the reve- 
nues. It will probably be urged that as 
the feas are the index of the counties' 
business, the rate of official compensa- 
tion should be governed by that stand- 
ard, but it should be borne in mind that 
uncler this system, the public advantage 
derived from a lack of criminal prosecu- 
tions—which constitute the main bill of 
expense in county 
government—are 


never proportionate with the loss sus- 
tained under their accumulation. 


A CHATTEL MOKTOAOE LAW. 


A recent issue of its morning oontem- 


Sunset Cox, of New York, delivered a 


carefully prepared speech in support of 
the Naval Appropriation bill in the 
House of Congress on Saturday last. 
After giving a detailed account of the 
navigation laws he said: "Amid the di-

The Treasury Cattle Commission es- 


timates that $2,000,000 is necessary to 
stamp out the luug plague among the 
cattla and recommends its appropria- 
tion. In discussing the question of the 
admission of American cattle into Great 
Britain, the report concludes: "It is 
Tain to hope that England will remove 
the restrictions so long as \re fail to 
show that the last vestige of the plague 
has been wipsd out from onr land.jind 
nothing short of the absolute and unde- 
niable extinction of this disease in the 
United States will reopen the British 
market to our live cuttle aud save us 
those millions we are now every year 
prodiga)ly-—ive might almost suy insane- 
ly—throwing away." The report esti- 
mates^ tho yearly losses 
from lung 


plague in the United States at from 
$2,000,0^00 to $3,000,000, and the pros- 
pectiveJloHH at $50,000,000. The capi- 
tal represented by the present yearly 
losses at 5 per cent, would be from 
$40,000,000 to $60,000,000, and that 
represented by the prospective losses at 
the same rate, $1,000,000,000. 
The 


governing principle in all these recom- 
mendations is that the Federal Govern- 
ment shall forbid the movement of cat- 
tle out of any infected State, Territory 
or district, except after quarantine such 
as is now imposed on cattle imported 
from infected foreign countries. The
